At the same time it is to be regretted that 
the court telt called upon to go into the ques- 
tion of the reasonableness or unreasonabie- 
ness of a combination in restraint of trade. 
The great monopolies have been trying for 
years to have the word ‘ unreasonabie’ in- 
serted in the Sherman anti-trust law.“ 


Harder to Gain Convictions, 

Senator Kenyon of Iowa, former trust 
buster ot the department of justice, said: 
“ Unfortunately, I did not hear the chief jus- 
tice. 1 am glad the court orders the dissolu- 
tion of_the great monopoly. At the same 
time, ff Justice Harlan is right in his con- 
clusion regarding the use of the word un- 
reasonableness " in the opinion of the court, 
it will be much harder to obtain convictions 
in the future unless the Sherman act is 
amended.. It is one thing to prove a mongpoly 
in restraint of trade and quite another mat- 
ter to prove an ‘“‘ unreasonable monopoly.” 

I still belle ve my amendment providing for 
prison terms for violators of the ‘anti-trust 
law snould be adopted. Such a provision 
would be sure to have a wholesome effect 
upon any man or group of men who might 
contemplate forming 4 monopoly.” 


Victory for the Government, 
Frank B. Kellogg, the special counsel for 


the department ot justice in the prosecution | 


of the suit against the Standard Oil com- 
pany, said: 

“The dissolution of the Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey—the trust—is inevitable 
now. 

“'"'T he government won a complete victory. 
Every materia! issue for which we contended 
was decided in our favor. The decision was 
unanimous. Justice Harlan dissents only as 
to the language of the opinion.” 


Conclusions in Part Correct. 

Senator Culberson of Texas had this to 
say: It ought to be extremelpgratifying 
to all opponents of monopoly that the Su- 
preme court affirmed the decree of dis- 
solution against the Standard Oil company. 
While this is true, and while the conclusion 
in the particular case is correct, yet, in my | 
judgment, the opinion of the court, delivered 
by Chief Justice White, is an unfortunate 
one for the country. 

„Thie opinion overrules the décision of 
the Supreme court in the traffic association 
cases, as Well as the many similar cases 
where the anti-trust act was construed es 
prohibiting all restraints of interstate trade 
and all monopolies of such trade, no matter 
of what character. i . 

“The former construction of the act by 
the Supreme court had been accepted and 
acted upon for years, and congress, though 
often urged to do so, refused to amend the 
act to accord with the view taken by the 
court today | 

Loophole for the Trusts. 

“This construction, moreover, was ap- 

proved by the country, except by the extreme 


* 
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corporate interests. The opinion of the ma- 


jority today, as to the construction of the act, 
is pure judicial legislation for which the 
trusts have been contending for fifteen years, 
and which will be used by them to further 


their combinations and conspiracies against 
trade. 


“ Hereafter the question will always be 


‘confused with the supposed intent of the 


conspirators in these explcitetions, rather 
than confined to the single case of the actual 
existence of a combination or monopoly. The. 
classification of good trusts and bad trusts 
has at last received the highest judicial 
sanction. ‘ 
“‘Againet this, I agree absolutely and thor- 
oughiy with the dissenting opinion of Mr. 
Justice Harlan, and if the opinion of the 
chief justice is adhered to in tle ak ta Fhe | 
tobacco case, as I presume it will de, the 
law ought to be amended at-onon” b

ILLEGAL TRUST; 


MUST DISSOLVE 

Supreme Court Upholds 

Contentions Advanced 
by Government... 
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| Between beet and Gad 
combines in Trade. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, B. C., May 15.—{Special.}—'The 
| Standard Oil company of New Jersey, the big- 
gest trust in the world, must wind up its ar- 
fairs and cease business within six months. 

In a historic decision of momentous conse- 
quences to the nation the United States 
Supreme court, after the close of the stock 
market this afternoon, handed down its 
unanimous decision to this effect. 

Not only in its etredt upon the Standard 18 
the decision important. Every holding com- 
pany similarly organized and oppressively 
conducting an interstate business must ter- 
minate its existence. : 

Ruling Affects 1,100 Concerns, 

An estimate prepared by Congressman Lit- 
tleton of New York shows there are 1,100 
companies organized along the same lines 
as the Standard, which control 8,000 sub- 
sidiary corporatioms having an aggregate of 
capited amounting to $10,600,000,000. 

It does not necessarily follow, however, 
that every combination of capital is unlawful 
and in violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. Under a rule laid down by the court, 
from which Associate Justice Harlan alone 
dissented, a combination, to be illegal, must 
exercise am undue and unreasonable restraint 


sof trade. 


“Good” Trusts Are Immune. 

If a corporation, by reason of its business, 
engages in a feasonable restraint of trade, it 
can lewfully carry on its enterprises In 
other words, partnerships or orgénizations 
which are free frorp the evil characteristics 
that appear in the Standard are immune and 
can. continue to operate under the protection 
of the law. | : 

Tt ie this feature of the decision which 
brought a sharp protest from Associate 
Justice Herjan and the charge by him that 
the court was engaged in “ judicial legisla- 
tion! He was in full sympathy with the 
attitude of the entire court with respect to 
the necessity of ordering the dissolution of 
the Standard, but he apprehended that an 
attempt to differentiate between corporations 
reasonebly and those unreasonably engaged 
in restraint of trade would constitute a men- 
ace to the country. 13 

In other words, Justice Harlan was op- 
posed to the polity which enabies the crea- 
tion and operation of good trusts and at 

the same time demounces “ bad trusts.” 
Roosevelt-Taft View Upheld. 
It is interesting in this connection to recah 
chat Roosevelt advocated a differentiation 
such as the court had made. Also President 
Taft, when secretary of war, made the foi- 
lowing suggestion: 


I am inclined to the opinion that the time

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Decision Makes Distinction | 


HARLAN FEARS THE RESULTS: 
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for monopolizing trade which prosecutions 
and investigationg have shown to be used in 
actual practice! 
‘Substance of the Decision. 
The decision may be summarized in brief 
as follows: 


1.—The Standard Oil Company is l- 


legal in its organization both as a com- 


bination in restraint of trade and as a 
monopoly and its dissolution is ordered. 

2.—Contracts, combinations, etc., 
which unreasonably or unduly restrain 
interstate trade and commerce, or which 
are unreasonably restrictive of competi- 
tive conditions, are illegal. 

8.—Contracts, combinations, etc., which 
reasonably restrain interstate trade and 
commerce do not come within the pro- 
hibition of law. 

4.—In order to determine whether a 
combination is guilty of violation of the 
anti-trust law, its intent to exclude others 
from the same field of industry must be 
established. 

5.—Contracts, combinations, etc., in re- 
straint of trade, with the single concep- 
tion of advancing the development of 
business power by usual methods, do not 
constitute violation of the anti-trust act. 

6.—In holding the Standard Oil Com- 
pany illegal, the court does not assume to 
condemn sweepingly similar combina- 
tions, but proposes to pass upon each case 
upon its merits as presented. 

Does Not Show Relief, 

The great thing the people of the United 
Statés are interested in with respect to the 
decision is the fact that a knockout blow has 
been delivered to the Standard Ou trust. 

Business will be concerned less with the 
fate of the Standard, important though that 
be, than with the question that if such com- 
binations of capital are illegal did the court 
in its decision point out any method of relief. 

The court did not. It intimated that for 


years Attempts have been made to alter the - 


anti-trust law without result. Undoubtedly 
such attempts will be made in the future. 
Indeed, the president and his advisers will 
take up the advisability of such action proba- 


anti-trust law so there can be no question as 
to what is a reasonable and what is an unrea 
sonable trust. 

It may be expected, therefore, that there 
will be a deluge of bills, and it may be éxpect- 
ed also that there will be the greatest care 
exercised by the judiciary committees before 
reporting any measure. 

In a word, the decision of the court will 
stand as the law for some time te come. 


Reserves Right to Decide. 

The most significant feature of the opinion 
ig the elaborate arrangement and final con- 
clusion of the court to the effect that in every 
case the court is permitted to and must resort 
to reason im order to determine whether the 
concern assailed is offending against the anti- 
trust law. The words, “undue restraints 
of trade,” which frequently appear in the 
decision, indicate clearly the court reserves 
to itself the right to say when the restraint 
is “ undue.” | 

The fact that the court holds that the 
statute does not prohibit monopoly except as 
such monopoly is employed in the undue 
restreint ot trade’’ evinces-the clear purpose 
of the court to reserve the right to say when 
@ monopoly May be said to be in aid of the 
“ undue restraint of trade. 

And if you ask what sort of a contract or 
combination wili “ unduly or unreasonably 
restrain trade,“ the answer must be got by 
applying te the court for an opinion in each 
case. 


Harlan Stirs Chief Justice. 
When he delivered his dissenting views A- 


‘gociate Justice Harlan slipwed clearly his 


deep feeling over what he | d ap a 
grave mistake which his associates were 
making. He spoke clearly, empheaticaity, 
and he delivered a criticism which plainly 
was not to the liking of the chief justice. 
Justice Harlan insisted that the court had 
rendered a judgment which reversed an un- 
broken Hine of decisions for fifteen years 
The justice referred to the corporation law- 
yers who had failed to get congrese to enact 
an amendment to the law in the interest of 
their clients, and finally had come to the 


United States courte for relief. He as- 


serted that it had become fashionable to 
amend the constitution and the federal stat- 
utes by judicia) construction, 4 practice

Tobacco Case Not Touched, 

It was noticeable that, in handing down 
the Standard Oi) decision the Supreme court 
did not mention the Tobacco trust case, 
which is pending, And which the govern- 
ment expected to be passed upon at the 
same time, because of the belief that the 
principles Involved were similar. Apparent- 
ly, the court was of a different view. 

In this conn€ction attention is called to 
the fact that the court evidently proposes, 


— seg SU een OPMT et U purpose and intent which we think is ge 


ite new rule as to whether the combination 
is a reasonable or unreasonable one. 
Moreover, the Supreme court makes the 
statement that “ft is remarkaole that no- 
where at common law. can there be found a 
prohibition against the creation of a monop- 
oly by an individual.” The tobacco trust 
is essentially different in its organizatior 
from the Standard Oil in that ite general 
policy was to buy up its competitors and the. 
principle expresged ‘above may influence the 
action it will take with respect to this com- 
bination. , 


Most Complete of Trusts. 

In the course of the opinion, Chief Justice 
White recalied that the lower court—the f 
United States Circuit Court of Eastern Mis- 
souri—had found that the effect of the ac- 
quisition by the Standard Ou company of 
New Jersey of the shares of other corpora- 
tions in exchange for its certificates, gave to 
the corporation an enlarged and more pe 
sway and control over the trade and com- 
merce in petroleum and its products, 

The effect of this, Justice White said the 
lower court held, was to destroy the po- 
tentiality of competition,” to such an extent 
as to be a combination or conspiracy in re- 


tion ot the Sherman act and also to be an 
attempt at a monopolization which became a 
perennial violation of the second section. 

“ We see no cause to doubt the correctness 
of these conclusions,” said the chief justice, 
“ considering the subject from every aspect.”’ 

BRuthlese Crushing of Rivals. 

Ranging over a career of -two years, 
the Standard Ou company is found by the 
court to have had one continuous purpose— 
the crashing out of rivals. Im subjecting to 
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Each share’e market value, according to 
yesterday's quotations, was $019.75. Tota)

No Question Remains.

FULL TEXT OF DECISION. 

Chief Justice White delivered the opinies 
of the court. The full text follow,,

other individual defendants prosecute this ap- 
peal to reverse a decree of court below. Such 
deres was entered upon a bill med by the 
United States under authority of section 4 
of the act of July 2, 1800, known aa the anti- 
trust act, and had for its object\the .

“The bill and exhibits, covering 170 pages 
of printed re@ord, was filed on Nov 15, 1006.

Conspiracy Started in 1870. 
he conspiracy was alleged to have been 
formed in or about the year 1870 by three 
of the individual defendants, viz: John D. 
Rockefeller, William Rockefeller and Henry 
M. ‘Flagler. The detailed averments con- 
cerning the alleged conspiracy were ar- 
ranged with reference to three periods, the 
first from 1870 to 1882, the second from 1882 

to 1809, and the third from 1899 to the time of 
the filing of the bill. 

The general change concerning the period 

from 1870 to 1882 wes as follows:

individual defendants, in connection with 
the Standard Oil company dt Ohio purchased 
and obtained interests through stock owner- 
ship and otherwise,—and entered into agree-

| Dissolution a Subterfuge. 

“Tt was alleged that shortly after this de- 
cision, seemingly for the purpose of comply- 
ing therewith, voluntary proceedings ere 
had apparently to dissolve the trust, bu’ that 
these proceedings were a subterfuge smd a 
sham because they simply amounted to a 
transfer of the stock held by the trugt in 
sixty-four of the companies which it con- 
trolled to some of the remaining twenty com- 
panies, it having controlled before the decree 
eighty-four in all, thereby, while seemingly 
in part giving up its dominion, yet in reality 
preserving the same by means of the control 
of the companies as to which it had retained 
complete authority. 

It was charged that especially was this 
the case, as the stock in the companies select- 
ed for transfer was virtually owned by the 
nine trustees or the members of their imme- 
‘diate families or sescciates. The bill further 
alleged that, in 1807, the attorney general of 
Ohio instituted contempt proceedings in the 
quo warranto case based upon the claim that 
the trust had not been dissolved as required 
by the decree in that case. 

„About the same time proceedings in quo 
warranto were begun to forfeit the charter 
of a pipe line known as the Buckeye Pipe 
Lint company, an Ohlo corporation, whose 
stock, it was alleged, was owned by the 


- members of the combination, on the ground 


of its connection with the trust which had 
been held to be Illegal. 


Wrongs in Third Period. 


“The result of these proceedings, the bil 
charged, caused a resort to the alleged wrong- 
ful acts asserted to have been committed 
during the third period, as follows: 

“* That during the third period of said con- 
spiracy anc, in pursuance thereof, the sald 
individual Gefendants operated through the 
Standard Oil company of New J „ a 
holding corporation, which corporation ob- 
tained and acquired the majority of the 
stocks of the various corporations engaged in 
purchasing, transporting, refining. shipping, 
and selling oll into and among the various | 
States and territories of the United States 
and the District of Columbia and with foreign 
nations and thereby managed and controled 
the same in violation of the laws of the Unit- 
ed States as hereinefter more particularly 
alleged.’ 

Make Change in Charter, 

It was alleged that in or about the month 
of January, 1889, the individual defendants 
caused the charter of the Standard ou com- 
pany of New Jersey to be amended so that the 
business and objects of said company were 
stated as follows, to-wit: 

% To do all kinds of mining, manufactur- 
ing, and trading business; transporting goods 
and merchandise by land or water in any 
manner; to buy, sell. lease, and improve lind. 
build houhes, structures, vessels, cars, 
wharves, docks. and piers; to lay and operate 
pipe Mnes; to erect lines for conducting eleo- 
tricity; to enter into and cary out contracts 
of every kind pertaining to its business; to ac- 
quire, use, sell, and grant ses under 
patent rights; to purchase or otherwise ac- 
quire, hold, and sell, asign, and transfer 
shares of capital stock and bonds or other 
evidences of indebtedness of corporations, 
and to exercise all the privileges of owner- 
ship, including voting upon the stock so held;

“Without going into details, it suffices 
to say that it was alleged in the bill that, 
shortly after these proceedings, the trust

its common stock to the amount of 607.280. 
000. 

“The bil? contained allegations referring 
to the development of new oil flelds, for ex- 
ample, in California, Southeastern Kaneas, 
Northeastern Indian territory and North 
Oklahoma, and made reference to the bulid- 
ing or otherwise acquiring by the combi- 
nation of refineries‘and pipe lines in the new 
fields for the purpose of restraining and 
monopolizing the interstate trade in petrol- 
eum and its products. 
| lea’ “ste Other Charges. 

“ Refterating in substance the averments 
that both the Standard Oil trust, from 1882 
to 1899, and the Standard Oll company of 
New Jersey, since 1899, had monopolized 
“and resttaimed interstate commerce in pe- 
troleum and its products, the bill at great 
length set forth various means by which 
during the second and third periods, in ad- 
ition to the effect occasioned by the com- 
bination of alleged previously independent 
concerns, the monopoly and restrain com- 
plained of was continued. 

Without attempting to foilow the elabo- 
rate averments on these subjects, spread over 
fifty-seven pages of the printed record, it 
suffices to say that such averments may 
properly) be grouped under the following 
heads: 

** Rebates, preference and other discrimin- 


tion by railroad companies, restraint and 
monopolization by control of pipe lines, and 
unfair practices against competing pipe lines; 
contracts with competitors in restraint of 
trade; unfair methods of competition, such 
as local price cutting at the points where 
necessary to suppress @mpetition:; espionage 
of the business of competitors, the opera- 
tion of bogus independent companies and 
payment of rebates on oil, with the like In- 
tent; the division of the United States into 
@istricts and the limiting the operations of 
the various subsidiary corporations as to 
such districts, so that competition in the 
sale of petroleum products betwee such cor- 
porations had been entirely éliminated and 
destroyed. 


Refers to Great Profits. 
Finally, reference was made to what was 
alleged to be the ‘enormous and unreason- 
able profits earned by the Standard Oi! trust 
and the Standard Oil company as a result of 
the alleged monopoly. 

“Coming to the prayer of the bill it uf. 
fices to say that in general terms the sub- 
stantial relief asked was, first, that the com- 
bination in restraint of interstate trade and 
commerce and which had monopolized the 
same, as alleged in the bill, be found to have 
existence and that the parties thereto be 
perpetually enjoined from doing any further 
act to give effect to it: 

Second, that the transfer of the stocks 
of the various corporations to the Standard 
on company of New Jersey, alleged in 
the bill, be held to be in violation of the 
first and second sections of the anti-trust act, 
and that the Standard Oi] company of New 
Jersey be enjoined and ‘restrained from in 
any manner continuing to exert control over 
the subsidiary corporations by means of 
ownership of said stock or otherwise: third, 
that specific relief by injunction be awarded 
against further ‘violation of the statute by 
any of the acts specifically complained of in 
the bill There was also a prayer for gen- 
eral relief. 


Centers on Waters-Pierce. '

1899, they deny all the allegations respecting 
combinations or conspiracies to restrain or 
monopolize the ofl trade; and particylarly 
that the so-called trust of 1882, or the acquisi- 
tion of shares of the defendant companies by 
the Standard Oil Company of New Jersey in 
1890 was a combination of independent or 


competing concerns or corporations. 


The averments of thepetition respecting. 
the means adopted to monopolize the oll 
trade are traversed either by a denial of the 
acts alleged or. of their purpose, intent, or 
effect. 

“On June 24, 1907, the cause being at issue, 
a special examiner was appointed to take the 
evidence, and his report was filed Mareh 22, 
1909. It was heard on April 8 to 10, 1909, 
under the expediting act of Feb. 11, 1908. be- 
fore a Circuit court consisting of four judges. 


Government Wins First Case. 

“The court decided in favor of the United 
States. In the opinion delivered, all the multi- 
tude of acts of wrong doing charged in the 
bill were put aside, in-so-far as they were 
alleged to have been committed prior to the 
passage of the anti-trust act, ‘except ag 
evidence of their (the defendants) purpose, 
of their continuing conduct and of its effect.’ 
(173 Fed. Rep. 177). 

By the décree which was entered it was 
adjudged that the combining of the stdcks of 
various companies in the hands of the Stand- 
‘ard Ot] company of Ne Jersey in 1800 con- 
stituted a combination in restraint of trade 
and also an attempt to monopolize- and a 
monopolization under section 2 of the anti- 
trust act. 7 

The decree was against seven individual 
defendants, the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, thirty-six domestic companies, 
and one foreign company, which the Standard 
Ou company of New Jersey eontrolled by 
stock ownership; these thirty-eight corporate 
defendants being held to be parties to the 
combination found to exist. 
ounsel for the appellants says: ‘Of 

irty-eight [thirty-seven] corporate de- 
fendants named in section 2 of the geeree 
and to which the judgment of the court ap- 
plies,,four have not appealed—to wit: Cor- 
sicana Refining company, Mamhattan Oil 
company, Security Oil company, Waters-

porate defendants, thirty-three in number, 
it being adjudged by section 8 of the decree 
that they ‘have not been proved to be en- 
gaged in the operation or carrying out of the 
com bination.” 

Ot the dismissed defendants sixteen were 
natural gas companies and ten were com- 
panies which were liquidated amd ceased to

Effect of Court Ruling, 

“The Standard Oi] company of New Jer- 
sey Was enjoined from voting the stocks or 
exerting any control over the sald thirty- 
seven subsidiary companies, and the sub- 


+ sidiary companies were enjoined ftom pay- 


ing any dividends to the Standard company 
er permitting it to exercise any control over 
them dy virtue of the stock ownership or 
power acquired by means of the combination. 

“The individuals and corporations alse 
were enjoined from entering or cafrying into 
effect any like combination which would 
evade the decree. Further, the individual

In Other words, here as 
had been the case in England, practica§com- 
mon sense caused attention to Be cancen- 
trated not upon the theoretically correct 
name to be given the condition of the acts 
which gave rise to a harmful result, but to 
the result itself and to the remedying of the 
évils which it produced. 


Accept English Rule Here. 

“The statement just made is illustrated by 
an early statue of the Province of Massachus- 
setts, that is, chap. 81 of the laws of 1778-1770, 
by which monopoly and forestalling were 
expressiy treated as one and the same. It 
is also true that while the principles concern- 
ing contracts in restraint of trade, that is 
voluntary restraint put by a person on his 
right to pursue his calling, hence only oper- 
ating subjectively, came generally to be reo- 
ognized in accordance with the English rule. 


„It came, Moreover, to pass that contracts 


or acts which it was considered had a monop- 
olistic tendency, especially those which were 
thought to unduly diminish competition and 
hence to enhance prices—in other words, to 
monopolze—came also in a generic sense to 
be spoken of and treated as they had been in 
England, as restricting the due course of 
trade, and therefore as being in restraint of 
trade. 

„The decade of monoply as an emanation 
of governmental power, while it passed at an 
early date out of mind in this country, asa 
result of the structure of our government, 
did not serve to assuage the fever as to the 
evil consequences which might arise from the 
acts of individuals producing or tending to 
produce the consequences of monopoly.

ing practical conception of the law of re- 
straint of trade, because it groups as within 
that class not only contracts which were 


in restraint of trade in the subjective sepee, . 


but all contracts or acts which theoretically 
were attempts to monopolize, yet which in 
practice had come to be considered as in re- 
straint of tradein a broad sense. 

“ (b]—That in view of the many new forms 
of contracts and combinations which were 
being evolved from existing economic condi- 
tions, it was deemed essential by an all em- 
bracing enumeration to make sure that no 
form of contract or combination by. which 
an undue restraint of interstate or foreign 
commerce was brought about could ea ve such 
restraint from condemnation. The statute 
under this view evidenced the intent not to 
restrain the right to make and enforce con- 
tracts, whether resulting from combination 
or otherwise, which did not unduly restrain 
interstate or foreign’ commerce, but fo pro- 
tect that commerce from being restrained by 
methods, whether old or new, which would 
constitute an Interference that is an manne 


restraint. 


Classes Hold All Contracts, 

“To]—aAnd as the contracts or acts em- 
braced in the provision were not expressly 
defined, since -the enumeration addressed 
itself simply to classes of acts, those classes 
being broad enough to embrace every ton- 
ceivable contract or combination which could 
“be made oo erning trade or commerce oF the 
subjects of such commerce, and thus caused 
any act done by any of the enumerated 
methods anywhere in the “whole field of 
human ectivity to be illegal M in ‘restraint 
of trade, it inevitably follows that the pro- 
vision necessarily oajied for the exercise of 
judgment which required that some standard 
should be resorted to for the purpose of de- 


+ termining whether the prohibitions con- 


tained in the statute had or had not in any 
given case been violated. *Thus not specify- 
ing, but indubitebly contemplating and re- 
quiring a standard, “tt follows that it was m- 
tended that the standard of reason which 
had been applied to the common law and in 
this country in dealing with subjects of the 
character embraced by the statute was In- 
tended to be the measure used for the pur- 
pose of detefmining whether in a given case 


a particular act had or had not brought 


about the wrong against which the statute 
provided. 


Second Clause „ 

And a consideration of the text of the sec- 
ond section serves to establish that it was 
intended to supplement the first and to make 
sure that by no possible guise could the public 
policy embodied in the first section be frus- 
tra ted or evaded. 

“The prohibitions of the second embrace 
‘every person who shall monopolize, or at- 
tempt to monopolize, or combine or conapire 
with any other person or persons, to mo- 
nopolize any part of the trade or commerce 
among the weveral states, or with foreign na- 
tions, 

“ By reference to the terms of section 8, 
it is certain that the word ‘ person’ clearly 
implies a corporation as well as an individual, 


Meaning of “In Part.” 
“The commerce referred to by the words 


in part,’ construed in the light of the mani- 


fest purpose of the statute, has both a geo- 
graphical and a distributive significance; 
that is, it includes any portion of the United 
States, and any one of the classes of things 
forming a part of interstate or foreign com- 
merce. 

“ Undoubtedly, the words ‘to monopolize’ 
and ‘monopolize,’ as used in the section, 
reach every act bringing about the prohibited 
results The ambiguity, if any, ig involved 
in determining what is intended by mo-. 
nopolize.’ . ; 

‘“ But this ambiguity is readily dispelled in 
the light of the previous history of the law 
of restraint of trade, to which we have re- 
ferred, and the indication which it gives of 
the practical evolution by which monopoly 
and the acts which produce the same result 
as monopoly, that is, an undue restraint of 
the course of trade, all came to be spoken 
of as, and to be, Indeed, synonymous with 
restraint of trade. 

Embraces Attempt at Monopoly. 

“In other words, having by the first action 
forbidden all means of monopolizing trade, 
that is, unduly restraining it by means of 
every contract, combination, etc., the second 
section seeks, if possible, to make the prohi- 
bitions of the act all the more complete and 
perfect by embracing all attempts to reach 
the end prohibited by the first section that 


i, restraints of trade, by any atempt to 


monopolize or opolization thereof, even 
though the acts by ‘which such results are 
attempted to be brout t about or are brought 
about be not embraced within the general 
enumeration of the first section. 

“ and, of course, when the second section is 
thus harmonized with and made, as it was in- 
tended to be, the complement of the frst, it 
becomes obvioug that the criteria to be re- 
gorted to in any given case for the purpose 


y of ascertaining whether violations of the sec- 


tion have been committed, is the rule of rea- 

son, guided py the established law and by the 
err duty to enforce the prohibitions of the 
act, and thus the public policy which its re- 
strictions were obviously enacted to sub- 


serve. 


1 Andi ie worthy of obeerwetlon. we have 


previously remarked concerning the common 
law, that although the statute, by the com- 
prehensiveness of the enumerations em 
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was to prevent undue restraints of every kind 
or nature, nevertheless by the omission of 
any direct prohibition against monopoly in 
the concrete it indicates, 

“ A consciousness that the freedom of the 
individual right to contract, when not unduly 
or improperly exercised, was the most 
efficient means for the prevention of monop- 
oly, since the operation of the centrifical and 
centripetal forces, resulting from the right 
to freely contract, was the means by which 
monopoly would be inevitably prevented i¢ 
no extraneous or severing power imposed it 
and no right to lawful contracts 
having a monopolis dency were per- 
mitted. In other wo om to contract 
was the essence of freedom from undue re- 


,straint in right to contract. 


Refers to Second Question. 

“ Clear ‘seems to us is the meaning of 
of the etatutein the light of the 
review which we have made, nevertheless, 
pefore definitely applying thet meaning, it 
behooves us to consider the contentions urged 
on ond side’ or ‘the other concerning the 
meaning ot the statute which, if maintained, 
would give to it, in some aspects) a much 
wider and in every view at least a somewhat 
differei.t significance. 


“And to do this brings us to the second | 


question which, at the outset, we have said 
it was our purpose to consider and diapose of. 

Second—The contentions of the parties as 
to the meaning of the statute and the deci- 
sions of this court relied upon concerning 
those contentions. 

In substance, the propositions urged by 
the government are reducible to thie; That 
the language of the statute embraces every 
contract combination, eto., in restraint of 
trade, and hence its text leaves no room for 
tue exercise of Judgment, but simply imposes 
the plain duty of applying its prohibitions te 
every case within its literal language. 

The error involved lies in assuming thé 
matter to be decided; This ls true because, ag 


the acts which may come under the classes 


stated in the first section and the restraint 
of trade to which that section applies are 
not specifically enumerated or denied, it is 
obvious that Judgment must in every case be 
called into play in order to determine whether 
a, particular act is embraced within the statu- 
tory classes, and whether, if the act is within 
such classes, its nature or effect causes it to 
be a restraint of trade within the lutendment 
of the act. 

To hold to the contrary would requirethe 


conclusion either that every contract, act. 
or combination of any kind or nature, wheth-' 


er it aperated a restraint on trade or not, was 
within the statute, and thus the statute 
would be destructive of all right to contract 
or agree or combine In any respect whatever 
as to subjects embraced in interstate trade 
or commerce, or, if this conclusion were not 
reached, then the contention would require 
it to be held that—as the statute did not de- 
fine the things to which it related and ex- 
cluded—resort to the only means by which 
the acts to which it relates could be ascer- 
tained—the light of reason—the enforcement 
of the statute was impossible because of its 
uncertainty. 


Only One Conclusion Possible. 

“The merely generic enumeration which 
the statute makes of the acts to which it 
refers, and the absence of any definition of 
restraint of trade, as used in the statute, 
leaves room for Only one conclusion, which is 
that it was expressly designed not to unduly 
limit the application of the act by precise 
definition, but, while clearly fixing a stand- 
ard—that is, by defining the ulterior bounda- 
ries which could not be transgressed with 
impunity—to leave it to be determined by 
the light of reason, guided by the principles 
of law and the duty to apply and enforce the 
public policy embodied in the statute, in 
every given case, whether any particular 
act or contract was within the contemphe- 
tion of the statute. 

But it is said, persuagive as these views 
may be, they may not be here applied, de- 
cause the previous decisions of this court 
have given to the statute a meaning which 
expressly exchides the construction which 
must result from the reasening stated. 

Refers to Rail Decisions _ . 

“The cases are United States Freight 
association, 166 U. S. 290, and United States 
vs. Joint Traffic association, 171 U. 8. 808.

the conclusion cowld not have been otherwise 
reached that the assailed contracts or agree- 
ments were within the genera! enumeration 
of the statute, and that their operation and 
effect brougttt about the restraint of trade 
which the statute prohibited. 

“This being inevitable, the Geduction can, 
in reason, only be this: 

That. in the cases relied upon, it Having 
been found that the acts complaired of 
were within the statute and operated to pro- 
duee the injuries which the statute forbade, 
that resert to reason was not permissible 
in order to allow that to be done which the 
statute prohibited. 


Rulings in Rail Oases. 

“This bei true, the rulings in cases 
relied upon’ when rightly appreciated, re 
therefore this and nothing more: That, as 
considering the contracts or agreements, 
their necessary ¢fiect and the character of 
the parties by whom they were made, they 
were clearly restraints of t e within the 
purview of the statute. The could not be 
taken out of that category by indulging in 
general reasoning as to the expediency or 
non-expediency of having made the con- 
tracts or the wisdom or want of wisdom of 
the statute which prohibited their being 
made.

“ Giving to the facts just stated the weight 
which it was deemed they were entitied to in 
the light afforded by the proof of other cog- 
nate facts and circumstances, the court be- 
low held that the acts and dealings estab- 
lished by the proof operated to destroy the 
* potentiality of competition’ which other- 
wise would have existed to such an extent as 
to cause the transfére of stock which were 
made to the Jersey corporation and the con- 
trol which resulted over the many and va- 
rious subsidiary corporatlons to be a com- 
bination or conspiracy in restraint of trade 
in violation of the first section of the act, but 
also to de 4p attempt to monopolize and a 
monopolization bringing about a perennial 
violation of the second section. 

We see no cause to doubt the correctness 
of these conclusions considering the subject 
from every aspect, that is, both in view. of 
the facts established by the record and the 
necessary operation and effect of the law as 
we have construed it upon the inferences de- 
ducible from the facts. 


Holds Monopoly Was Purpose, 

“We arrive at this decision by the follow- 
ing reasons: 

“ (a) Because the unification of power and 
control over petroleum and it products, which 
was the inevitable result of the combining 
in the New Jersey corporation, by the in- 
crease of its stock and the transfer to it of 
the stocks of so many other corporations 
agetegating so vast a-capital, gives rise, in 
and of itself, in the absence of countervail- 
ing circumstances, to say the least, to the 
prima facie presumption of intent and pur- 
pose to maintain the dominancy over the of! 
industry, not as a result of normal methods 
of industria) development, but by new means 
of combination which were resorted to in 
order that greater power might be added 
than would otherwise have arisen. had nor- 
maj methods been followed; the whole with 
the purpose of excluding others from the 
trade, thus centralizing in the combination 
@ perpetual control of the movements of 
pertroleum and Ks products in the channels 
of interstate commerce. 


Proof of the Conspiracy. 

) Because the prima facie presumption 
of intent to restrain trade, to monopolize, and 
to bring about monopolization resulting from 
the act of expanding the stock of the New 
Jersey corporation. and vesting it with such 
vast control of the oll industry, is made con- 
clusive by considering: 

. The conduct of persons or corpora- 
tions who are mainly instrumental in bring- 
ing about the extension of power in the New 
Jersey corporation before the consummation 
of that result and prior to the formation of 
the trust agreements of 1879 and 1882. 

D. By considering the proof as to what 
was done under those agreements and the 
acts whic “¥ immediately preceded the vest- 
ing of power in the New Jersey corporation, 
as well as by weighing the modes in wihicpb 
the power vested in that corporation has been 
exerted and one resulte which have arisen 
from it.” 


Killing Off Competitors. 

“ Recurring to the acts done by the in- 
dividuals or corporations which were mainly 
instrumental in bring about the expansion 
of the New Jersey corporation during the 
period prior to the formation of the trust 
agreements of 1879 and 1882, including those 


the substantial merit of the numerous 
charges of wrongdoing made during such 
period, but solely as an aid for discovering 
intent and purpose, we think no disinterested 
mind can survey the period in question with- 
out being substantially driven to the con- 
elusion that the very genlus for commercial 
development and organization which it would 
seem was manifested from the beginning 
soon begot an intent and purpose to exclude 
others, which was frequentiy manifested by 
acts and dealings wholly inconsistent with 
the theory that they were made with the gin- 
gie conception of advancing the development 
of business power by usual methods, put 
which, on the contrary, necessarily involved 
the intent to drive others from the fivid and 
to exclude them from their right to trade and 
thus accomplish the mastery which was the 
end in view. 

And considering the period from the date 
of the trust agreements of 1879 and 16882 up 
to the time of the ¢xpansion of the New 
Jersey corporation, the gradual extension of

Basis of the Conclusions.

resistless methods which followed by which 
means of transportation were absorbed and 
brought under control, the system of mar-

designated corporation within the combina- 
tion and all others were excluded, all lead 
the mind up to a conviction of à purpose and 
intent which we think is so certain as prac- 
tically to cause the subject not to be within 
the domain of reasonable contention. 

“The inference that no attempt to mo- 
nopolize could have been intended and that no 
monopolization resulted from the acts com- 
plained of, since it is established that a small 
percentage ‘of crude oll produced was con- 
trolled by the combination, is unwarranted. 

“As substantial power over the crude 

was the inevitable result of absolute 
contro! which existed over the refined prod- 
uct, monopolization of one carried with ft 


‘the power to control the other and if the in- 


ference which this situation suggests were 
developed, which we deem it unnecessary to 
do, they might well serve to add additional 
cogency to the presumption of intent to mo- 
nopolize which we have found arises from the 
unquestioned proof on other subjects. 


What Is the Remedy? 

“We are thus brought to the last subject 
which we are called upon to, conéider—viz: 
Fourth, the remedy to be administered. 

It may be conceded that ordinarily where 
it was found that acts had been done in vio- 
lation of the statute, adequate measure of 
relief would result from restraining the doing 
of such acts in the future, (Swift vs. United 
States, 196, U. S. 875), But in a case like thia, 
where the contention which haa been brought 
abe t in violation of the statute, in and of 

is not only a continued attempt to 
core 0 Fl but also a monopolization, the 
duty to enforce the statute requlres the ap- 
plication of and More controlling 
remedies. As penalt are not author- 
ized by law may not be ed by judicial 
authority, it follows that to meet the situ- 
ation with which we are confronted the appli- 
cation bf remedies twofold in character be- 
comes éssentiah 

(1). To forbid the doing im the future of 
acts like those which we have found to have 
deem done in the bast which would be viola- 
tive of the statute. 

(2). The exertion of such measure of reitet 
as will effectually dissolve the combination 
found to exist in violation of the statute, and 
thus neutralizé the extension and continu- 
ally operating force which the possession of 
the power unlawfully obtained hae brought 
and will continue to bring about. 

Must Protect ts of Property. 

“In applying for this purpose, 
however, the fact not be overlooked 
that injury to the by the prevention 
of an undue restraint on, or the monopoli- 
zation of trade or commerce is the foundation 
upon which thé prohibitions of the statute 
rest, and, moreover, that one of the funda- 


mental purposes of the statute is to protect; 


not to destroy, rights of property. 

Let ue then, as a méans of accurately de- 
termintig what relief we are to afford, first 
come to consider what relief was afforded 
by the cogrt below, in order to fix how far 
itis necessary to take from or add to that 
relief, to the end that the prohibitions of the 
statute may have * and operative 
force. i 

The court below dy virtue of sections 1. 
2 and 4 of this decree, which we have in part

corporations, and prohibited these subsidiary 
corporations “from, paying any dividends to 
the New Jersey Corporation: or doing any 
act which would recognize further power 
in that company except to the extent that it 
was necessary to enable that ee to 
transfer the stock. 

go far as the owners of the stock of the 
subsidiary corporatione and the corporations 
themselves Were concerned after the stock 
had been transferred, section 6 of the decree 
enjoined, them from in apy way ~onspiring 
or combining to violate the act or tomonopo- 
lize or attempt to monopolize in virtue of 
their ownership of the stock transferred to 
them, and prohibited all agreements between 
the subsidiary corporations or other stock- 
holders in the future tending to produce or 
bring about further violations of the act. 

“By section 7, pending the accomplish. 


ment of the dissolution of the combination 


by the transfer of stock, and until it was 
consummated, the defandants named in sec- 
tion 1, constituting all the corporations to 
which we have referred, were enjoined from 
engaging in or carrying on interstate enm- 
merce. And by section 9, among other things, 


a delay of thirty days was granted for the

Decree Partly Appropriate. ~~. 
Go far as the decree held that the owner- 
ship of the stock-of the New Jersey corpora- 
tion constituted a combination in violation 
of the first section, and an attempt to create 
a monopoly or to monopolize under the sec- 
ond section, and commanded the dissolution 
of the combination, the decree was clearly 
appropriate. And this also is true of section 
5 of the decree, which restrains both the

' @rounds for the Statement. 

“We say this since it does not necessarily 
follow because an illegal reetraim of trade 
or an attempt to monopolize or a monopo- 
3 trom the combination and 
the tranéfer of the stocks of the subsidiary 
corporations to the New Jersey corporation 
that a Mke restraint or attempt to mono- 
polize or monopolization would necessarily 
arise from agreement between one OF more 
of the subsidiary corporations after the 
transfer of the atock by the New Jersey Com | 
poration. 

“ For illustration, take the pipe lines. By 
the effect of the transfer of the stock the pipe 
lines would come under the control of vari- 
ous corporations, instead of being subjected 
to @ uniform control. If various corpore- 
tions owning the lines determined in the 
pubHe interests to so combine as to make a 
continuous line, such agreement or combina- 
tion would not be repugnant to the act, and 
yet it micht be restrained by the decree. 


: Tank Line Another Example. 
„A another example take the Union Tank 
Line company, one of the subsidiary corpore- 
tions, the owner practically of all the tank 
cars in use by the combination. If no possi- 
bility existed of agreements for the distri- 
bution of these cars among the subsidiary 
corporations the most serious detriment to 
the public interest micht result. Conceding 
the merit, abstraetly considered, of these 
contentions, they are irrelevant. 

We so think, since we construe the sixth 
paragraph of the decree not as depriving the 
stockholders or the corporations, after the 
dissolution of the combination, of the power 
to make normal and = lawful contracts or 
agreements, but as restraining them from, 
by any device whatever, recreating directly 
or tnairectly the illegal combination which 
the decree dissolved. f 

“In other words, we conatrue the 
paragraph of the decree not as depriving 
the stockholders or corporations of the right 
to ive under the law of the land, but as com- 
pelling obedience to that law. As therefore 
the*sixth paragraph as thus construed is not 
amena ble to the criticism directed against It 
and cannot produce the harmful! results which 
the arguments suggest it was obviously right. 


Not Enough Time Allowed. 

We think that in view of the magnitude of 
the interests involved and their complexity 
that the delay of thirty days allowed for ex- 
ecuting the decree was too short and should 
be extended so as to embrace a period of at 
least six months. 

go, also, in view of the posbible serious mm- 
jury to result to the public from an absolute 
cessation of interstate commerce in pe- 
troleum and its products by such vast 
agencies as are embraced in the combination, 
a result which might arise from that portion 
of the decree which enjoined carrying on of 
interstate commerce hot only by the New 
Jersey corporation, but by all the subsidiary 
companics until the dissolution of the com- 
bination by the transfer of the etocks in ac- 
cordance with the decree should not have 
been awarded. 

Our conclusion is that the decree below 
was right and should be affirmed, except as 
to the minor matters concerning which we 
have indicated the decree should be modified: 
Our order will therefore be one of affirmance 
with directions, however, to modify the de- 
cfée in accordance with this opinion. The

OPINION BY JUSTICE HARLAN. 


Associate Justice Harlan, in his dissent- 
ing opinion, said the anti-trust eet of 1890 
‘was passed when this country was facing a 
crisis. There were great accumulations of. 
capital in a few hands and combinations had 
their hands upon the throat of the country. 
Congress; after careful deliberation, passed 
the anti-trust act. 

The justice contended that the members 
of the congress had a well defined idea in 
view and that congress in reality declared 
every contract in restraint of trade illegal. 
He added that the words of the statute could 
not be plainer. 

Justice Harlan added that there are many 
things in today’s opinion which may well 
alarm the country. He contended that n 
1896 when the Supreme court handed down 
its opinionin the so-called gtransmissouri case 
it did not attempt to defferentiate between 
‘reasonable and unreasonable contracts or 
ocmbinations in restraint of trade. 

The learned chief justice, who has de- 
livered the opinion of the court in the pres- 
ent case,“ said Justice Herland, has been 
among those dissenting in cases disposed of, 
by this court under the act of l 


Sees Congress’ Power Usurped. 

Justice Harlan contended that since the law 
was enacted attempts had been made at near- 
ly every session of congress to have it 
amended so as to get a legislative interpreta- 
tion in support of contention that u ap- 
plied only to unreasonable restraints of trade. 

But the fact remains,“ said he, that up 
until this day con has been satisfied 
with the law as written in thie respect and 
today the law stands that every contract in 
restraint of trade is Illegal“ 

Justice Harlan contended that if the law is 
to be amended congress is the only branch 
of the government with power to do it. He 
declared that the court had no power to read 
into the law words not written there by the 
legislative branch of the government. 

He contended that the court was reversing 
the rule that it had las down for many 
years. 


Sees Violation of Precedent. 

The justice declared that it was only afew 
days ago that the court wag asked ta write 
into the safety appliance law words not found 
there, and it refused. In that case the court 
held that the law must stand or else be 
changed by congress. In the case of.a law 
affecting vast combinations of wealth and 
power, a law, in Justice Harlan's opinion, 
was to be interpreted in such @ way that it 
would not be necessary for those who had 
appeared as defendants in the court to ask 
congress to have it amended. 

Justice Harlan, said, in conclusion, that 
the government of the United States is di- 
vided into three coirdinate branches—legis- 
lative,. executive, and judicial—and that, un- 
der the constitution, neither branch has the 
right to encroach upon the domain of the 


other. Today’s opinion, he said, meant that 


the courts may amend the actton of the Unit- 
ed States legislative branch by mere ju- 
dicial construction. 

It had become e „ he said, for la w- 
vers. when they could not secure the as- 
sistance of congress, to bring up cases and 
seek opinions from the courts by which they 
might further their business enterprises,’ 


| Offers Escape for Trusts? 

He said the court, im its majority opinion, 
had shown the way by which ah subsequent 
combinations seeking to evade the Sherman 
act might shape their course, They would 
set up the contention that their restraint of 
trade was reasonable. The court would 
hereafter ‘be compelled to decide in each in- 
stance as to whether or not the restraini 
was unreasonable. - 

He belitved the Sherman act should have 
been construed as standing by tset, without 
reference to the common law and without 
admitting that restraint of trade might be 
reasonable.

“8. No invariable rule is established by 
this decison by which those in control of 
great corporations or business undertakings 
will always be able to know in advance 
whether their business is or is not condemned 
by the statute. 

“4 Upon the facts in this case, the court 
found that there was a violation of both o- 
tions of the act.

Those that fall within the scope 
and ban of the Standard Oil decision must 
go to house cleaning and reorganization at 
once. Those without that ban, in order to 
determine their legality, must be guided by 
the light vf reason, principles of law, and 
public policy, and these questions, in case of 
controversy, must be settled by the const

HISTORY OF THE GREAT STANDARD OIL LITIGATION, 9 


The suit which called forth today’ s deci- 
sion was instituted in 1906 in the United 
States Circuit court for the eastern district 
of Missourl. It was brought in the name 
of the United States. The immediate ob- 
ject was to dissolve the Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey. 

From the beginning, the business and the 
legal worlds recognized that the suit put the 
Sherman anti-trust law to the most severe 
test to which it had been subjected. The 


and had been the basis of some eighteen suits 
finally: passed upon by the Supreme court of 
the United States. That the law was consti- 
tutional was accepted as settled by these 
decisions, but simple as the words of the 
etatute seemed, there was an absence of une- 
nimity in regard to its interpretation. 

With that situation confronting the govern- 
ment and the defendanta, the guit waa be- 
gun with the general belief that the entire 
business world would feel the effect of the 
outcome of the gigantic struggle. 


Violations of Law Charged.

Children, Trained to 
Deceive, 


Piratieal crews of sham paupers have been 
making daily raids upon the funds of the 
county agent for five years acoérding to a 
report yesterday by Joseph Meyer, county 
agent. Children, old women, and able bodied 
men of independent imcome have been re- 
ceiving annual supplies aggregating $35, 000, 
while persons in need of aid have suffered 
the pains of starvation. Acting on results 
of recent investigationg the county agent an- 
mounced yesterday that he had cut 400 of 
these captains of low finance from the unt 
aid Ust. 

Among the victimg of the order are pros- 
peroug retired business men, one woman mer- 
chani, several families with incomes of more 
than $100 a month, aA soores of persons 
with bank accounts ranging from $100 to 
$7,000, all busily engaged in making a good 
thing out of the blind beneficence of Cook 
county. 


Children Taught to Beg. 

As in the old parasitical days of revolu- 
tionary France and poverty stricken Eng- 
land, children have been made wise in the 
ways of begging by their parents and sent 
with pathetic tales to the charitable au- 
thorities. 

So general, in fact, did Mr. Meyer find this 
practice that he was compelled to issue ab- 
eolute orders against giving any provisions 
to children. They came with stories of sick 
mothers who could not leave the house to 
ask for aid; of calamity ridden fortunes that 
gave no hope of redemption: of injured fa- 
thers, mortgaged furniture, empty cupboards, 
fireless hearths. Some of them, the county 
agents has discovered, had special costumes. 
consisting mainly of rags and an appearance 
of misery, which they donned for the occa- 
on. 

Three years ago two children timidly en- 
tered the ald station at 837 West Forty-sev- 
enth street. Their faces were pallid, their 
Stockings undarned, and pitiful. It seemed 
S@ | «..cage of real: destitution. Their mother 
„had been. ill. for a month; their father had 
been out of work for twice that time’ They 
were hungry and without fuel.” It was in 
mid winter. 


Bool Agents Long Time. 

The agent sent them coal, food, and cloth- 
ing. At stated intervals for each year after 
that, as if it were the celebration of an anni- 
versary, the two appeared and asked for aid. 
They were always on books. Hach year 
they received from the gounty treasury at 
least $50 worth of suppli Their tale was 
perenhial; it never changed. Finally, though, 
the agents at that station did, and upon the 
children’s next appearance they were made 
the subject of an investigation. 

It was discovered that they were the chil- 
dren of a retired business man with a bank 
account of $7,000 and other excellent sources 
of income. 

Really sad ts the disillusionment which 
came to Mrs. Tilla Schutt, 3227 Center ave- 
nue, Having had sundry aid heaped upon 
her, Mrs. Schutt was conyinced that the 
county board existed solely for the prosperity 
and benefit of anybody who might apply to 
it, This idea was evolved primarily four 
years ago, when Mrs. Schutt's

Widow Falls in Soft ; 

It was some little while before she could 
get the $1,200 insurance which he left, and 
on the advice of neighbors she applied to 
the county agent for assistance for herself 
and her daughter, rnestine, 15 years old. 
In hig generous, open handed way, the coun- 
ty agent at oncé*responded; in fact, so sad 
did Mrs. Schutt’s deprivation appear that he 
put her on the books as a life member. She 
failed to mention the life insurance due her. 

Subsequently, when the insurance mate- 
rialized, she started a small general store. 
In this she found the. provisions of the 
county so handy that she never could make 
up her mind to tell the agent of the change 
in Her fortunes. She consequence is that 
the county has put about $400 on the profit 
side of her ledger in the course of their ac- 
quaintance, 

“I thought every one received aid from 
the county,” she explained in a mixture of 
English and German when caught by the 
agent the other day. “Ach, that I thought 
was the beautiful thing about this country.“ 


Refers ‘Agent to Her Lawyer! 

‘We want you to pay the county for what 
you have received during the last three years 
and a half,” said County Agent Meyer. 

„1 got no gelt to give,” snapped Mrs. 
Schutt. “Iam a poor woman. I give you 
nothing. You go see my attorney and he 
talk to you.’ 

This injunction simplified matters a good 
deal, and Mr. Meyer consulted Mra. Schutt's 
counsel, with the result that the latter has 
promised, in behalf of his client, to pay the 
county $50 for the coal which was given to 
her last winter. All- Mrs. Schutt’s supplies 
were dealt out to her at the subcoynty o. 
floe at Forty-seventh and Halsted streets. 
Mr. Meyer discovered that it was three years 
ago that she received 81.200 insurance money.

A negro family of the “rich poor“ class that 
has been doing well because of the county's

name of the family in thetelephohe directory 
one day, so he called up his friends. He 
heard the tinkling of a plano while discours- 
ing with one of the members of the family.

We 
are doing well just now, but there are many 
others getting aid from the county who are 
better off than we are.”

SMALL CLEW TO IDENTITY FOUND 


The body of @ man, whose arms had been 


a heavy wire, was taken from the river at 
the Madison street bridge late yesterday 
afternoon. There is a single clew to his 
identity—the laundry mark, M. A184. 

The police opinion of this mystery is that 
the victim was murdered by sluggers, that 
possibly he was slain as a4 result of labor 
troubles. 

Great bruises on the right shoulder, arm, 
and leg of the body and what appears to be 
a bullet wound in the right leg below the 
knee caused the police to bélieve the man 
may have been the victim of more than one 
assailant. This theory is further borne out 
by the fact that a wire was bound tightly. 
about the man's trunk holding his arms fast 
to his sides. Another wire was attached to the 
left leg above the ankle, to which it is be- 
lieved a weight had been attached to sink 
the body. 

Slain in Last Two Weeks, 

Inspector Lavin detailed detectives on the 
cage at once and last evening Lieutenant 
O’Toole took active charge of the search for 
clews to the mystery. 

According to the police, the bedy has been 
in the water less than two weeks and the 
marks of violence evidently were made be- 
fore his death. Water on the lungs indicated 
that the man may have been assaulted and 
shot and then throwm into the stream to 
drown while unconscious. The wire beund 
about the body and arms precluded all theo- 
ries of suicide, the police said. 

It the man was murdered, revenge appar 
ently was the motive, as his belongings were 
found in the clothing. The only valuables 
consisted of two $2 bills,in a pocketbook, 
which had not been disturbed, a stick pin, and 
a pearl handled pocket knife.

Description of Dead Man. 

he body was taken to the Western Casket 
and Undertaking: company’s rooms at 88 
Bast Randolph street. It ie that of a man 
about 30 years old, of muscular build, about 
5 feet 9 inches tall, and weighing about 165 
pounds. The clothing is of good make, 
consisting of a gray striped sult, balbriggan 
underwear,. black hose, and black oxfords 
with high heels. The shirt is of white negli- 
gee with a broad blue stripe and a narrow 
brown one alternating. 

The man’s eyes were blue and his heir a 
ight brown, slightly: curly. His face wes 
full and round. His appearance indicates 
Norwegian or Swedieh nativity. 

Bridgetender Samuel Allen at Madison 
street was the first man to see the body in 
the river. He saw it near the bridge and 
notified the police at Central detail station 
The body was recovered by the motor boat 
squad. The rescuers thought at first the 
wire attached to the body had been caught 
from drifting down the river. But examine- 
tion showed the pieces were twisted tight to 
the trunk and about the ankle, while it ap- 
peared as if the legs also had been bound. 

Patrolmen Kelly and Seidenburg, who took 
charge of the body, immediately advanced 
the theory that murder had been committed 
and the victim trussed up In the wires and

Chicago, told the Lincoln park police that 
When he discovered his loss he remembered 
three young men had jostied him just at the 
most exciting moment of the sea lion exhibit. 


Says Pickpockets Were Polite. 

“One of the men etepped in front of me 
and backed into me,” said Mr. Hopkins. “I 
thought he had lost his balance and begging 
bis pardon asked him to step forward a lit- 
‘tle as it was uncomfortably hot, He turned 
and lifted his hat politely and mowed along. 

“While we were talking with the young 
man in front two others jostied us slightly 
from the other side and they must have suc- 
ceeded in removing my ‘wallet from my hip 
pocket at that time. I did not feel it go.”’ 

Mr. Hop ins and his daughter went to the 
park about 4 o’clock and were in the vicin- 
ity of the sea Hons’ pond when the keep- 
ers started to feed them. A big crowd gath- 
ered and Mr. Hopkins and his daughter re- 
mained .on the outskirts of the throng be- 
cause of the heat: It was there the three 
pickpockets executed their evolution.

POLICE AND STRIKERS CLASH; | 


NEARLY 40 PERSONS INJURED. 


Many Shots Fired in Combat of 2,000 
Furniture Workers and Their Sym- 
pathizers with Bluecoats. 


Grand) Rapids, Mich., May 15.-At least a 
score of policemen were injured and many 
members of a mob of 2,000 striking furniture 
workers and sympathizers were hurt ina riot 
at the plant of the Widdicomb Furniture com- 
pany tonight. ‘Several of the injured may 
die. 


After a fierce battle with revolvers, clubs, 
and missties of almost every description, in 
which the police were badly beaten, a fire 
engine compehy attacked the mob with 
etneams of water and succeeded in quelling 
the disturbance to a considerable extent.

Mayor Ellie made a frultless attempt to 
quell the riot before the fire department was 
susmmmoned. A terrific battle ensued as the 
firemen began to lay theirlines. 

The strikebreakers were spirited away 
and while comparative quiet now reigng a 
tores of officers will patrol the district all 
night. 

The trouble started when a mob of about 
800 men, women and boys attacked @ closed 
automobile driven by Ralph Widdicomb of 
the furniture company, who was taking eev- 
eral etrikebreakers from the factory. 

One of the policemen on guard at the plant 
atbempted to make an arrest and the mob 
closed in on him. Other policemen with 
drawn revolvers quickly arrived, but were 
overwhelmed. 

Reserves were rushed to the scene and 
soon began firing, and the fire was returned 
by a number of rioters. Several ofthe police 
ojcers were knocked senseless by missiles 
hurled or swung by women.

SYSTEM. 


Dr. Imhoff Declares Experimental 


Plant Should Be Maintained. 


Dr. Carl Imhoff, recognized as an author- 


ity upon sanitery’ drainage and sewage dis- 
posal problems, made an inspection of the 
Chicago system yesterday 


He gave as his opinion that the sanitary 


district had, in meeting the sewerage problem 
of this community to date, not only equaled 


the works of this character in Germany and 
Europe, but is now engaged in experimental 
and research work that is far beyond any- 
thing that has been done or is being done in 
the world. 

Dr. Imhoff has for years been established 
at Essen, Germany, in charge of a district 
containing a population of 2,000,000 people. 
This district has developed one of the per- 


fect sewerage systems in Germany. 


Put Chicago in Lead. 

That the work of the experimental plant 
should be maintained,“ said Dr. Imhoff, be- 
comes evident when we consider that at Es- 
sen there were expended 50,000,000 marks in 
experimental work, and it is generally recog- 
nized. that the expenditure proved an econ- 
omy by many times that sum. The situation 
in Chicago is good. The system installed 1s 
doing the work, and the methods are of the 
most advanced. 

But there is great need of scientific study 
of this problem being continued. Many ques- 
tions will arise within the next five or ten 
years, as the district becomes more densely 
settl 

3 this work is kept up, it will save the 
community much in the future, I have vis- 
ited Baltimore, Philadelphia, Columbus, O., 
and other places, but the work in Chicago 
is much in advance of these cities. And one 
of the causes found for the backward con- 


dition in other places was in the fact that 


insufficient study and experiment had been 
‘applied. to the problems of tome of these 


places.“ 


Says Capacity Can Be Increased. 

In commenting on the comparative power 
of.the combined and double sewer systems, 
within the originating districts, he said that 
the combined system, such as is used in 
Chicago, is satisfactory.

STANDARD OIL DECISION. 


Standard Oil company of New Jersey has 
been settled. The Supreme court flhds it a 
monopoly and a combination in restraint of 
trade, and affirms the order of the Circuit 
court that it be dissolved. 

The decision is a momentous one, and 
will be read eagerly. Tun Trisuns, there- 
fore publishes it in full. Yet it contains 
nothing startling. Unless a more thorough 
reading than has been possible at this writ- 
ing discloses more than appears upon the 
surface it merely reaffirms the plain intend- 
ments of a law pretty thoroughly adjudi- 
cated and interpreted in the twenty years 
since its enactment. The Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey, as the latest form of 
the numerous legal and formal permutations 
of the great central organization of the 
petroleum industry, is found to be @ con- 
spiracy in substantial restraint of trade and 
an attempt to create an effective monopoly. 

No really difficult questions of fact were 
involved in the case. No novel questions of 
law. The Standard Oil company is ad- 
judged illegal. and is cominanded to dis- 
solve. r 

Nearly four and a half years ago the then 
attorney general of the United States began 
in the Circuit court in St. Louis the pre 
ceedings which came to a close yesterday. 
Suit was brought against the Standard Oil 
company of New Jersey and its seventy 
companies and partnerships under the anti- 
trust law, and the court was asked to de- 
clare the combination unlawful and to order 
its dissolution. 

The Standard Oil company of New Jersey 
became the head and front of the com- 
bination shortly after 1892. Prior to that 
year the stock of the Standard Oil company 


owned were vested in trustees. In that 
year the Ohio Supreme court upset this ar 
rangement by deciding that the Ohio cor- 
poration: could not legally become a party 
to such a trust. Therefore the trustees 
distributed the stock of sixty-four of the 
corporations among the remaining twenty, 
the Standard of New Jersey being one of the 
twenty. : 

In 1899 the stocks ot the other nineteen 
were exchanged for stock of the New Jersey 
corporation. Thus a share of its stock 
finally represented a fractional ownership 
in all the Standard Oil holdin 

Counsel for the company argued in the 
trial court that its case was unlike that of 
the Northern Securitics company. In that 
case there were two competitive railroads, 


| and by a transfer of their’stocks to a holding 


company the incentive for a continuance of 


stance, if not in] form, there had been no 
act since 1890 which had suppressed internal 
competition. : 


company made it less likely that competi- 
tion would break out thereafter. There- 
fore it must be taken as a combination in 
restraint of trade. The defendants were 
enjoined from engaging in interstate com- 
merce until the discontinuance of the opera- 
tion of the illegal combination, but that was 
suspende pending the appeal to the . 
preme Gurt. 

Now the order becomes operative, and 
the question is, What will the Standard Oil 
company do about it? Doubtless it has 
looked upon an adverse decision as among 
the possibilities and has made preparations 
to meet it. It may not really need the time 
which the court has allowed it to obey the 
dissolution order. Doubt as to the action 
of the court being now at an end, the public 
will observe with keen interest the method 
of dissolution the Standard will resort to. 

Reviewing. the past, it seems fairly safe 
to predict that under this decision the Stand- 
ard Oil company of New Jersey will fade 
gracefully away—and be succeeded by a 
number of lawful companies, “ potentially ” 
capable of competition but far too amiable 
to engage in such reprehensible conduct in 
this era of universal peace. 

Like the chameleon, the more the Stand- 
ard changes the more it is the same thing. 


NO SUCH TREATY THOUGHT OF. 
A meeting of American citizens of Ger- 
man and Irish birth or descent is to be held 
tomorrow night to protest against a treaty 
of alliance between the United States and 
Great Britain. If such a treaty were con- 
templated the protest would be timely. It 
would not be confined to those who are to 
participate in the meeting. The American 
hostility to alliances dates back to the days 


| of Washington and does not have to be kept 


alive by the protests of new comers. 

All that the American and British gov- 
ernments are contemplating is a new arbi- 
tration treaty. There is one now, but it 
does not cover the entire ground of possible 
disagreements between the two nations. 
What is desired is to cover them all, and 
thus make a resort to war even more impos- 
sible than it is now.

The United 
States Supreme court has approved the seu- 
tence of contempt imposed on him in the 
New York courts for refusal to produce his

The Supreme court must piss been so 
occupied with the Standard Oil suit that 
it did not find time to read the decision of 
Judge Adelor J. Petit bearing on such cases. 
That is one aspect of Mr. Wilson's misfor- 
tune. The Supreme court did not know that 
it could not send him to jail. 

It is another element of his tough luck 
that he is not à resident of Iiltnois, Judge 
Petit cannot overrule the Supreme court 
and grant a writ of habeas corpus. There 
never was a man so unfortunate. His one 
hope is that the Supreme court will get 
Judge Petit’s decision, see its error, and 
release the victim of these misfortunes and 
these misunderstandings. 


GOMPERS AND MITCHELL GO FREE. 

Samuel Gompers and John Mitchell are 
not to go to jail—one for a year and the 
other for nine months—for violating an in- 
junction. The Supreme court justices were 
unanimously for the reversal of the order of 
the lower court. If they had held the other 
way they would have been called enemies 
of organized labor. As the case stands they 
may not be applauded as ita thoroughgoing 
friends. 

For while the court holds that the gar! 
sentences were unwarranted, it does not say 
that the acts on which the contempt pro- 
ceedings were based were blameless. What 
it says is that the offense should have been 
punished not by imprisonment but by fine. 
The court has made it possible for civil 
proceedings to be instituted against Messrs. 
Gompers and Mitchell, but as the origina! 
controversy has been settled there will be no 
proceedings.

N THE eve of the coronation festivities 
and at the opening of the brillant 
London season, of which they are to 
be the principal feature, Mrs. Asquith, 
wife of the premier, has been placed 
in mourning by the death of-her only sur- 
vivitig sister, Lady Ribblesdale, who by many 
was regarded as the most attractive of the 
daughters of the late Sir Charles Tennant. 
At any rate she was far and away the most 
popular them all: and whereas Mrs. As- 
quith has Made many enemies by the bitter- 


dale poasted of nothing but friends, 

She shared the intellectual gifts of her 
family, was a frequent contributor in her 
younger days to the better class of reviews 
and magazines, and came prominently before 
the public at the time of King Edwerd's 
coronation by her appeal in tne newspapers 
that there should be a special ‘exercise of the 
royal prerogative of mercy to prisoners in 
connection with theoccaston. She was never 
the same woman, however, after the death 
of her eldest son, Capt. the Hon, Thomas 
Lister, who, after winning the Distinguished 
Service order as an officer of the Tenth hus- 
sars in the Boer war, was killed at Jidballl 
in the war upon the Mad Mullah in Somali- 
land. Her remaining son, Charles Lister, re-

hie eldest son's coming of age has just been 
celebrated with many festivities on the ex- 
tensive estates of old Lord Polwarth, in 
‘Roxvurghshire and Haddingtonshire. | 
Lord Polwarth is chief of one of the old- 
est houses of Scotland, namely, the Scotts 
of Arden, to which Sir Walter Scott, the 
novelist, belonged. The Scotts of Arden de- 
came Lords of Polwarth through the mar- 
riage, in 1754, of the tenth Laird of Arden with 
Lady Diana Hume Campbell, daughzer of 
the Earl of Marchmont, who was also Lord 
of .olwarth, keeper of the great seal of Scot- 
land and lord marshal 


and. while his earldom became extinct his 
barony of Polwarth passed to his daughter, 
Lady Diana, and on her death to her son 
by her marriage with Walter Scott of Arden, 
namely, Hugh Scott, who became sixth Lord 
Polwarth and eleventh Laird of Arden. He 
assumed the additional patronymic of Hep- 
burn in consequence of the egtates of the Hep- 
burns of Humble having descended to him 
through Helen Hepburn, Countess of Tarras, 
his, great-grandmiother. The present Lord 
Polwarth is ‘his grandson. 

While Lord Polwarth is only eighth Lord 
of Polwarth and thirteenth Laird of Arden 
he is twenty-third in lineal descent from 
Uctred FitzScott, who fMourished in the 
reign of David I. of Scotland, and was wit- 
ness to the two charters granted by him to 
the. abbeys of Holyrood and Selkirk, in 1128 
and 1180. As such Lord Polwarth claims the 
chieftainship of all the Scotts in Scotland, 
his point being that the Scott family; of which 
the Duke of Buccleuch ie the chief, is only 
descended in the female line from Sir Robert 
Scott, the founder of the Buccleuch branch. 

One of the daughters of Lord Polwarth, the 
Hom Mary Hepburn Soott, is out in Central 
Asia, on the borderland of Thibet, engaged 
in missionary work under the auspices of the 
Churoh of Scotland Missionary society, 
while one of her younger brothers, the Hon. 
Henry Hepburn Scott, is ranching in the 
‘Transvaal

De Mauny~Talvende, whose examination 
in the Bankruptcy court of London the other 
day disclosed the fact that he was wholly 
without resources, without expectations and 
not even a shilling’s worth of aséets, will be 
remembered in this country as a drawing 
room lecturer, who, during his stay in 
America, picked up a little money by giving 
talks om French chateaux and chateau life. 

Rather good looking, he subsequently man- 
aged to secure the hand of Lady Mary Byng. 
who had been one of the maids of honor to 
Queen Victoria, and who is a daughter of 
the late Dar! of Strafford, a step-daughter, 
therefore, of that American. born Cora, 
Countess of Strafford, whose first husband 
was Samuel Colgate of New York, and who 
had been a Miss Cora Smith of New Or- 
leans. Indeed, Lady Mary Byng's marriage 
wae said at the time to be largely due to her 
hostility to her father’s union to Mrs. Col- 
gate. This at any rate was given as the ex- 
planation for Lady Mary's throwing herself 
away upon De Mauny-Talvande, who had no 
birth, social position, or fortune to speak of, 
whereas Lady Mary was very good looking. 
accomplisned, and popular, and might easily 
have made a far better match.

From the first they had great difficulty 
in ma.ung both ends meet, were in quite 
straitened circumstances, and eventually 
leased from the Marquis de Biencourt the 
historic chateau of Azgay-le-Rideau, once 
a royal possession and now owned by the 
government. De Mauny-Talvande attempted 
to start an English boarding school there, 
relying om his English wite’s relations, 
friends, and acquaintances to help the scheme 
along, and describing the chateau in the cir- 
culars whicu he sent out as his “ ancestral 
home.” 1 

Notwithstanding the attractions held out 
to English parents of having their boys ac- 
quire a knowledge of French in a grand old 
French chateau under the care and auspices 
of an English earl’s daughter who had been 

maid of honor to Queen Victoria, the scheme 
came to grief, partly through the lack of 
pupils and partly through troubles with the 
landlord, the Marquis de Biencourt, who com- 
plained of misrepresentation, asserting that 
he had never dreamed of renting out Azay- 
le-Rideau for a boarding school. 

I may add that public sentiment in France 
was altogether against the scheme and that 
the Journal des Debats, which is the most 
careful and soberly written of all the Parisian 
newspapers, the French counterpart, indeed, 
in weight and influence ot the London Times, 
assailed Mauny-Talvande asa “ vulgar 
marchand de soupe,“ which may be translated 
as “a cheap hash house keeper,” while the 
gentry and nobility of the district in which 
the chateau was situated subjected not only 
de Mauny-Talvande but also hig — tothe 
most severe ostracism. 

After that Lady Mary and se French 
husband took up their residence in England, 
where he adopted the title of count, and 
where they have been living ever since. For 
a time there were in receipt of a small allow. 
ance from De Maunty-Talvande’s mother, 
and he always claimed that he would come 
into a large fortune at her demise, on the 
strength of which he was able to obtain some 
credit.

THE HYDE PARK GAS CASE. 

Chicago, May 12.—[To the Friend of the 
People. I — Would you kindly give me iufor- 
mation in regard to the outcome of the suit 
started in the courts, eight or ten years ago, 
agalnst the People's Gas Light and Coke 
company? It appears that they purchased 

a local company in Hyde Park. I think it 

was the Hyde Park Gas Light and Coke 
company, who were operating under a char- 
ter whereby the consumer paid either 70 or 
72 cents per thousand net for gas. When 
they sold out tu the People’s Gas Light and 
Coke company they immediately advanced 
their price according to their rates in the 
other parts of the city, something like v0 
cents or $1 net. 

The courts decided against them, but an 
appeal was taken, and I believe that the 
matter was taken up before the Supreme 
court of the United States. However, the 
matter is apparently forgotten or buried, and 
several thousand consumers ‘are entitled t» 
rebates running up into millions of dollars. 

i ‘te Fe 

The case referred to never got further than 
the Appellate court, where it was taken after 
Judge Dunne granted the complainants 4 
temporary injunction The Appellate court 
reversed the Circuit court decision and re- 
manded the cause. Mr. Justice Windes of 
the Appellate court held that the Hyde Park 
and Mutual companies had the right to charge 
$1 for fuel gas when it was the same quality 
as illuminating gas furnished at the same 

price, and that the fact that fhese 
furnished such fuel gas at 72 cents did not

Dunne to act im accordance with the Ap--

BOX ELDERS AND POPLARS. 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 138.—[Editor of The 
Tribune IJulla Ellen Rogers, in her Tree 
Book has few good words to say of the box 
elder (ash leaved maple). Of the Carolina 
poplar (considered a variety of the cotton- 
wood) she writes: Nurserymen have ex- 
ploited this tree in America and Hurope far 
beyond ite merite. It soon outgrows the 


7 beauty and luxuriance of its growth, and be- 


comes broken and ugly. The immoderate 
planting of these trees gives a cheap char- 
acter to many an otherwise handsome town 
or country place. City ‘additions’ show 
poplars in great numbers about their prem- 
ises. The popler habit isa very short sighted 
one and expensive in the longrun.” In her 
entire book no mention ise made of the North 
Carolina poplar, and so I am inclined to think 
this is now being exploited under the name 
of Carolina. I know of no better authority 
on trees than Miss Rogers. J. 8. 
River Grove, III., May 18.—Editor of The 
Tribune.]—The shade tree commonly known 
as,Carolina poplar has caused three previous 
lettera, but none of your correspondents is 
entirely right on the subject. Mr. J. F. De 
Forest says there is no such tree as Caro- 
lina poplar. He is decidedly wrong. The 
botanical name of this tree is populus Caro- 
linensis, while the cottonwood is populus 
tremuloides. The former is distinguished 
from the latter by the color of the bark on 


the new wood, which is much darker. There 


are other distinct features, but for the ama- 
teur the bark is the most reliable way to 
tel: the difference. 

On populus tremulolides (the cottonwood) 
the new bark is a decided light drab color, 
while on populus Carolinensis the bark ts 
quite dark, of a color that is hard to de- 
scribe by name. The populus Carolinensis 
is a good, quick growing tree in this locality, 
while the populus tremuloldes is not a good 
tree, for many reasons. 

As to the box elder: One of your corre- 
spondents says it is a maple, and another 
says not. They may both be right or wrong: 
depending from what point judgment is 
given. Maple ia a common name for several 
trees, Dut botanically they belong to the 
acer family, A box elder is acer negundo. 
This tree is not a good street tree, because 
the lower branches die as the tree grows in 
height. 

As to my views on tree planting, I suggest 
that every other tree be an elm (Ulmus 
Americana) and Carolina populus (populus 
Carolinensis). The poplar will grow fast and 
furnish shade for the present generation and 
the elms for future generations.

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


The Lentil. 


HE lentil is a vegetable of high food 
value. It is also very inexpensive. A 
close relative of the pea and bean, it 
may be cooked in all the ways in which 
these may be cooked—bpiled, baked, and 
especially made into soup. It is very little 
used in America, but the peoples of Europe, 
many of them, make great use of it, especially 
the- Germans. 
The lentil should be soaked at least twenty- 
four hours, or, better, forty-eight, although it 
is commonly soaked for over night only. A 
common recipe for lentil soup is the follow- 
ing: Soak a half pound of lentils in one quart 
of water. When it, is time to cook them cut 
into dice one oniony one carrot, one small tur- 
nip, and a little celery. Cook these vegetables 
for five minutes in a tablespoonful of. butter 
or drippings. To the vegetables add the len- 
tils with the water in which they were soaked 
and a teaspoonful of salt. Bring to a boil, 
.-Skim and simmer for two hours. Rub them 
through a sieve into another saucepan and 
return to the stove. Thicken with two table- 
spoonfuls of flour stirred up in onehalf cupful 
of milk and cook for fifteen minutes longer. 
Add seasoning to taste.

The lentils may be cooked as for soup (sim- 
mered or cooked in a flreless cooker) and then 
used as a vegetable, only the liquor being used 
for soup. They may then be dressed with 
butter, a little salt, sugar, and pepper, and 
onton juice, and cooked very gently for ten 
minutes and served in a border of potatoes. 
Another way to prepare them is to fry a sliced 
onion until brown, in butter or drippings, add 
a little flour and stir it smooth, add a cup of 
stock, then add the boiled lentils, stir well and 
cook for ten or fifteen minutes. 

Lentils are more like peas than beans, and 
it is necessary to use the same care in cook- 
ing and seasoning them, if they are to be pal- 
atable They can be made savory, but it re- 
quires judgment, and the cook needs to taste 
as she seasons. , 

Lentil soups may be made with meat stock 
or pork, or bacon may be boiled with the vege- 
table. More milk than in the above recipe 
may also be used, and the more, up to a cer- 
tain limit, the softer and daintler the soup. 

A sort of lentil loaf may be made as fol- 
lows: Take equal parts of strained and well 
cooked: lentils and cold mashed potatoes. Mix 
and add about a third as much bread crumbs 
as vegetable, season with minced onion and 
sage, if this latter is liked, add butter as for 
flavoring and a little hot water to soften bread 
crumbs, mix well, press into a well greased 
baking tin, cut into squares and bake in an 
oven, not too hot for ten or fifteen minutes.

The lentil must be picked over very care- 
fully. Seeds from very disagreeable weeds are 
likely, ie not carefully culled out, to, vitiate 
the taste of the vegetable or soup. This is 
why, when we order baken Russian lentils” 
at a vegetarian restaurant that we may get a 
harsh and anything but attractive dish. 

We ought, for economy’s sake, to give more 
attention to the lentil. It is hoped that our 
correspondent who has just asked for recipes 
will experiment with this vegetable and teli 
us of the results.

DEEP scandal has hung over little 

Wooly ever since he has been in our 

home, Wooly is a Hartz mountain 

canary bird. That is to say, his re- 

mote ancestry is reputed to have dwelt 
in the beautiful Hartz mountains, but Wooly 
himself is a Col. Franklin, 685 Oakdale ave- 
nue, 1911 model, canary bird. 

The colonel has two hobbies, chicken pies 
and canary birds, and the two have. no rela- 
tionship, the one with the other.

But he always 
was grieved that when this marvelous dish 
was set steaming magnificently upon his table, 
and he waved his gleaming carving knife 
above it, and cut through the rich brown crust, 
the birds within did not sing. A chicken is a 
poor singer at best, and after they are con- 
verted into wonderful ple poems there is abso- 
lutely no likelihood of their bursting forth 
into delicious song. 

This pained Col. Franklin. His chicken pie 
dinners were the wonder and delight of a large 
circle of friends and took on, somehow, the 
sumptuousness of a lord mayor’s banquet. But 
something was lacking, agd finally he found 
‘what it was. 

“When tne pie was opened the birds began 
to sing.“ 

That was it. 50, by a brilliant inspiration 
the problem was solved. Col. Franklin bought 
Hartz mountain canary birds and placed them 
in a large cage in the center of the table. 
After that whenever the chicken pie was 
opened on the table of the Franklin family, 
why, “the birds began to sing.” The colonel 
was happy. So were the Hartz mountain ca- 
naries. They multiplied with great rapidity, 
and the Col. Franklin family was embarrassed 
for a time what to do with them all. And then 
Col. Franklin had another happy thought. Each 
guest to the chicken pie functions not only 
received liberal helpings of the marvelous pie 
as often as his plate could be passed, but when 
he went away he was given a canary bird. 

That is how Wooly came to us. We called 
him Willie at first, but we changed his name 
to Wooly beeause he shrunk so from washing. 

He was a nice bird and sang like Mary 
Garden, but he had not been long in the house 
before scandal settled darkly and gloomily 
down on the shining brass cage wherein he 
swung, the proudest ornament to our modest 
home...

Cold Minded Moved by Patriotic 
Songs; Asks State Moth- 
ers’ School.

Children’s rights: To be well born; to be 
dealt with tenderly by nun and by law; to 
Be well housed; to be well fed; to be well 
clothed; to be well taught; to be allowed to 
play. 

And back of all: these, asserted Rabbi Ste- 
phen S. Wise of New York ima talk yester- 


day afternoon. before visitors at the Child 
Welfare. exhibit, lies the fundamental right 


of every child to childhood. 

As he spoke the largest afternoon attend- 
ance since the opening on Tuesday was being 
registered. It was 20,000, and about 99 per 
cent of it was solid childhood. 

There was for aged persons of 20 or over 
nothing to do excep get out of the way. 
Those who failed were run over. The tide 
Was not only irresistible, but impolite. It 
nudged, pulled, complained, talked back, 
and occasionally kicked, 


Most Important Thing in U. 8. 

Dr. Wise characterized the exhibit as the 
most important thing now going on in the 
United States, not excepting congressional 
and army maneuvers.” 

His speech was delivered next door to the 
Coliseum, in the temporary conference room, 
Grace Episcopal church—a waiving of re- 

_Kgious barriers typical of the moral breadth 
of the child welfare movement. 

“IT am glad that for once the idea comes 
from New York," said Dr. Wise. ‘‘ Previous- 
ly we have got most of our ideas from Chi- 
ago. This cotperation among cities ig one 
of the best signs of ‘ the newer world for 
the child.’ 

I hold that a child has many rights. No 
child is well born whose father is underpaid; 
whose mother is overworked, etther before or 
after its birth; who is not housed and reared 
under clean, sane, moral conditions. 


Assails Child Labor. 

“When I hear the term child labor it 
getrikes me as a paradex. Where labor de- 
gins the child ceases to be. They are irre- 
concllable. 

“* Where do you play?’ I esked a group 
of children at work In a Georgia mill. 

“*We don't play,’ they answered. Kids 
what work in mills amt got ne right to 
play.“ 

How doubly damning! They were gtven 
the right of men to work and not the right 
of children to play. 

“This is coming to an end As Jane Ad. 
dame says, we are fifty years behind Eng- 
fand in putting it to an end, but the begin- 
ming of the end is here. All things are 
working to save the child—new education, 
new conscience, new religion, even new in- 
dustry—for industry has come to see that 
it cannot kill children and reap men. 

“After protecting infant industries for a 
eemtury we are now starting to protect m- 
fams. From what? From industry.” 


Sentiment Stirs Cold Minds. 
It might have cheered the sparse haired 
man—who was growing peevish at the contin- 
Val elbowing, nudging, and kicks of vast 
undercurrents of children—to have heard Dr. 
Wise. But the man of thinning hair didn’t 
stay long enough. He had not come to the 
exhibition to feel sentimental. He was averse 

to sentiment on principle.

The case 
would have been appealed if the fine had been 
only,$1 in each case. Mr. Gompers and his 
colleagues were testing a constitutional right, 
doing so in behalf of organized labor. Labor 
won.“ 


Says Boycott Is Forbidden. 
New York, May 15.—Although today’s de- 


rtision of the federal Supreme court was 


favorable to Samuel Gompers a the other 
labor leaders, James A. Emery, counsel of 
the National Association: of Manufacturers, 
expressed himself as gratified to find that the 
decision upholds the contention of the Buck 
Stove and Range company against the right 
to boycott. ‘ All the great principled in- 
volved in vindicating the rights of an in- 
dividual to camplete and adequate protection 
against boycott are fully sustained,“ he said.

ON IMMUNITY LAW 


Colwell Lead Company Carries 
Question to United States 
Supreme ‘Court. 


BEARS ON TRUST CASES. 
Statute Forbidding Carrying of 


Natural Gas Out of Okla- 
¢ homa Held Invalid. 


Washington, D. C., May 15.—The govern- 
ment’s case against the so-called bathtub 
trust took a twist today which may involve 
an interpretation of the immunity statutes 
by the Supreme court of the United States, 
and may possibly thereby affect nearly every 
anti-trust prosecution now under way, 

The Colwell Lead company, ene of the 
defendants in the government's civil suit, 
asked the Supreme court to review Judge 
Howland’s recent decision in the United 
States Circuit court in Philadelphia, that one 
defendant in the case when called by an- 
other as a witness could not claim the pro- 
tection of the immunity statutes. 

The department of justice holds that con- 
gress intended the immunity statutes to pro- 
tect witnesses testifying for the government. 
Judge Howland so ruled. Department of jus- 
tice officials deciare that to allow immunity 
to one defendant} ananti-trust sult because 
he is called as 4 witness by a co-defe@dant 
would practically nullify the Sherman law. 

The defendants involved beside the Col- 
well Lead company are Francis J. Torrence 
and Theodore Aherns, president and vice 
president of the so-called trust; Max Goebel, 
secretary of the J. L. Mottiron works; Lioyd 
G. McCrum and Howard G. Yates, officers of 
the McCrum-Howell company. 


Pipe Line Company ‘Wins, 

The Supreme court in effect approved an 
injunction to prevent the Oklahoma officials 
from interfering with the Kansas Natural 
Gas company laying a pipe line into Okla- 
homa. The Kansas company built a pipeline 
up to the Oklahoma-Kansag state line and 
was about to construct it over a purchased 
right of way into Oklahoma to some gas wells 
whose product it had purchased, when state 
Officials interfered under a statute provid- 
ing that corporations or individuals seeking 
to transport natural gas out of the state 
across public highways must first get a fran- 
chlse to lay the pipes a the roads. The 
gas company contended thdk the state was 
about to interfere with interstate commerce. 
The United States Circuit court for thé 
western district of Oklahoma enjoined the 
state Officials. The Supreme court upholds 
the Injunction and declares the Oklahoma 
statute authorizing the acts of the officials 
is unconstitutional and void. : 


Insurance Tax Is Sustained. 

Nonresident insurance companies operat- 
ing in Louisiana must pay taxes upon prem- 
iums due them under open accounts with 
residents of that state, according to a’ Su- 
preme court decision. It is said the decisién 
opens the way for other states to levy similar 
taxes. The insurance companies contended 
that there was a difference between a prem- 
lum due on open-insurance account and an 
open merchandise account belonging. to a 
nonresident.
